Teresa’s in 1918 to teach English in 
the academy. Four years later she 
was appointed superior at St. Peter’s 
Cathedral High School, Marquette, 
Michigan. 

In 1928, Mother M. Marcella attend- 
ed Villanova College in Philadelphia 
where she received a master’s degree 
in English. She returned to St. 
Teresa’s in 1930 as head of the college 
English department. She was appoint- 
ed president of St. Teresa’s in August, 
1933. 

Under her supervision, the school, in 
spite of the depression, has increased 
its enrollment, maintained and ad- 
vanced its “Class A” rating and added 
many material improvements.

Holy Father Appoints Four 
Kansas City Priests Papal 
Chamberlains 

FORMERLY WAS CHAPLAIN HERE 

Date of Formal Investiture by His 

Excellency, the Most Rev. Thomas 
F. Lillis, To Be Announced Later 

Msgr. James N. V. McKay, a former 
chaplain of St. Teresa's, has merited 
the honor of being appointed papal 
chamberlain by Pope Pius XI. Word 
of the appointment was received by 
Bishop Lillis Friday, December 27. 
The date of the formal investiture of 
the new monsignor by the bishop is as 
yet indefinite. 

Msgr. McKay is well known to the 
general public in Kansas City as well 
as among his own Catholic people, 
largely because he has formerly been 
in charge of social work in the dio- 
cese. His duties and interests have 
been so many since he came to Kansas 
City from the East that he is familiar- 
ly referred to as a ‘dynamo of energy.’ 
His strong personality and capacity 
for making friends have made him a 
well liked, as well as a colorful figure 
in Catholic and non-Catholic circles 
here. 

After his ordination in 1916, he 
was sent as assistant in Our Lady of 
Good Counsel Church and two years 
later enlisted in the World War as 
an army chaplain. After the war, 
Msgr. McKay served successively as 
assistant at Visitation, Holy Cross, St. 
Patrick’s and Annunciation parishes, 
He was placed personally in charge of 
the Society of St. Vincent de Paul, 
and became the spiritual director of 
the organization and later of the Na- 
tional Council of Catholic Women. In 
both organizations, Msgr. McKay de- 
voted much of his time to furthering 
the aims of the groups and studying 
methods to advance the progress of 
each.

Catholic Book-of-the-Month Clubs 

We are living in the age of the Catholic Literary 
Revival. Catholics are more and more coming into 
prominence by their brilliant literary works. Book Clubs 
as well as current magazines and pamphlets are char- 
acteristic of this age. 

The Catholic Book-of-the-Month Club, with the Rev. 
Francis X. Talbot, S.J., as director, was incorporated in 
1928. It chooses its selections from all the Catholic 
books published. The Newsletter, its monthly paper, 
recently reviewed Calvert Alexander's “The Catholic Lit- 
erary Revival,” saying that the Catholic Book-of-the- 
Month was not credited with the part it has played in the 
development of Catholic literature. 

Seven years ago the Sheed & Ward London house 
started the Catholic Book Club which has remained 
unique in two ways (1) that all the books selected are of 
one publisher and (2) the selections are published in 
advance. For the eighteen dollar fee a total of ten 
books is received. Among the authors chosen for this 
year are the following: G. K. Chesterton, Arnold Lunn, 

Alfred Noyes, Christopher Dawson and Henri Gheon. 

The Spiritual Book Associates, with Rev. Francis X. 
Downey, S.J., as editorial secretary and Father Talbot, 
S.J., as chairman, will complete its second year this 
June. Joseph H. McMahon says that we American 
Catholics do not attain the higher reaches of sanctity. 
The Spiritual Book Associates have a very definite 
plan to overcome this difficulty (1) by bringing atten- 
tion to attractive and satisfying books for spiritual 
leading and (2) by furnishing spiritual direction by 
means of such reading. The fee is fifteen dollars per 
year. The Spiritual Book Associates will be productive 
of great spiritual good by bringing to Catholic readers 
the choicest of Spiritual Books. 

The very newest in Catholic Book Clubs is the Pro 
Parvulis Club for children which had its beginning this 
month. Its editorial secretary is Mary F. Kiely assisted 
by Padriac Colum, Sister Eleanore, Agnes Repplier and 
many others. There are two groups, the first for chil- 
dren from seven to ten years of age, and the second from 
ten to fourteen years of age. The books are selected 
every two months. This is the only Book-of-the-Month 
Club for children and fills a present need. 

The Rev. Daniel A. Lord, S.J., a few years ago, started 
the Pamphlet-a-Month Club which .is unique in its way. 
The pamphlets are written on current topics and appeal 
to everyone. 

Catholics should support this literary movement by 
reading all the available Catholic literature. Nearly 



every family purchases books during the course of tha 
year, and it would really be economical to get them 
through one of these Catholic Book Clubs. 



They Call Them Sleep Walkers 

Totally unknown to themselves there is a class of 
people that inhabit the earth (and it’s not the meek 
either) who belong to that species of humanity desig- 
nated as sleep walkers to laymen not enjoying the ascetic 
pleasures of that particular state. This state of un- 
consciousness has been reached by a great many other- 
wise normal human beings at different times throughout 
the. span of their life. 

The times for the practice of this sport depend upon 
the class into which its devotees may be divided. The 
first class, or the “Anywhere from 11:00 P.M. to 7:00 
A.M.” type usually suffer more dire results physically 
than the other class, known as the “Somewhere between 
8:00 and 11 P.M.” class. Or in short, the first inscrip- 
tion designates those sleep-walkers who take their title 
literally and walk in their sleep, and the second, those 
who sleep during their walking hours. The latter state- 
ment will be elaborated upon later in the article. 

It is to the first class, to whom attention is first 
called, for it is the most commonly known. This type 
may be recognized by the closed eyes, groping hands, 
wearing apparel, the hour usually one of the wee ones of 
the morning, and a number of bodily bruises. The afore- 
mentioned physical effects are said by scientific author- 
ity to be due to a collision of the body with some house- 
hold article, usually a four-pointed chair or a marble 
lamp. This state lasts, as a rule, for the rest of the 
night. 

All of which leads up to the second class, or the type 
who sleeps during their waking hours. This character is 
the self-absorbed human who walks around in a dream- 
woven around himself, totally unaware of anyone else or 
the other person’s privileges. 

He, too, is everlastingly groping in the dark, for in 
his own self-absorption he misses not only human com- 
lanionship but the happiness that men find in being 
thoughtful of others’ wishes and interested in others’ 
lives. In short, he misses one of the real purposes of 
living. 

For instance, you may feel very magnanimous after 
having performed one, small favor for a classmate on 
Monday, but you pass through the rest of the week 
with your thoughts centered upon yourself, what you’re 
going to do, to wear, what kind of an impression you’re 
making and where are the unselfish actions that should 
spring naturally from within you towards your com- 
panions and family? They have no place in the little 
dream in your mind where you're the chief actor. 

Why not punch your ego’s dream-cloud with a good, 
realistic pin and set your thoughts free to function nor- 
mally on the life and activities of your fellow beings? 
Be interested in others and watch them be interested in 
you. 



BOOKS 



ALBERT OF BELGIUM, DEFENDER OF RIGHT, by 

Emile Cammaerts; New York; Macmillan. 

1914: Happy Belgians rejoicing in a midsummer’s 
holiday; a ultimatum from Germany demanding the 
unimpeded passage of German soldiers through Belgium; 
weary diplomats studying its contents Albert stalwartly 
rising to the defense of right; this is the stirring picure 
Emile Cammaerts paints in the opening chapter of his 
biography of the late King of Belgium. The following 
chapters show his early childhood, education, preparation 
for the kingship, his romance and marriage, and his 
ascension to the throne amidst the loving acclamations of 
his people. Through all the years of his rule he steadily 
grew in popularity. In 1914 he was their undisputed 
leader; in 1934 his death left the whole nation in awed 
and silent grief. 

Cammaerts tells his story with all the enthusiasm of 
one who loves his subjects and wishes to share that love 
with others. All the little incidents of everyday life, 
together with the truly great nobility of this king who 
led Belgium through her most trying period are given 
in a way that makes this book entertaining, satisfying 
and thoroughably enjoyable. 



OUR PART IN THE MYSTICAL BODY, by Daniel A. 

Lord, S.J.; St. Louis; Queen’s Work Press. 

Taken from the notes of Father Lord’s 1934 Summer 
School classes, this slim volume presents the doctrine of 
Christ’s Mystical Body in an interesting, easily-read 
manner: The doctrine is lucidly explained as the as- 
tounding truth which, alone in a maze of false theories, 
can save the modern world from war and destruction. 

Above all, our part in the Mystical Body, by which we 
are raised to the status of sons of God, united with one 
another as members of one body all in intimate union 
with the Head, Our Lord Jesus Christ, is inspiringly set 
forth. 

Father Lord has succeeded in his purpose of making 
the doctrine of Christ’s Mystical Body clear and intelli- 
gible to every reader. The book contains a message of 
really vital importance and should be read by every 
Catholic. It will provide excellent reading for your 
spare moments during the coming retreat.
